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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter/Reasons for Allowance 

1. Claims 25-33 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: The closest prior art located or identified by the 
Examiner is Smith U.S. Patent No. 6,136,748 (hereinafter 
"Smith"). Smith teaches a catalyst composition for 
polymerization of olefins comprising (a) a catalyst comprising a 
metal atom complex with a non-cycloalkadineyl anionic ligand, 

(b) an activating cocatalyst and (c) a trialkyl aluminum- 
scavenging compound. See Smith, Abstract; col. 1, line 57 
through col. 2, line 5; col. 6, lines 61-67. Smith further 
teaches a generic non-cycloalkadineyl anionic ligand that 
encompass the ligands used in the present claims. See Smith, 
col. 3, line 4 9 through col. 4, line 25; Table 2. Smith further 
teaches activating cocatalyst including aliiminoxanes, ionic 
salts, and boron alkyls. See Smith, col. 4, lines 41-64. Smith 
further teaches the use of trialkyl aluminum- scavenging 
compounds to remove catalyst poisons and increase catalytic 
activity. See Smith, col. 6, lines 61-67. The present invention 
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differs from Smith in that Smith does not teach the catalyst 
used in the present invention. 

3. As of the date of this Notice of Allowability, the Examiner 
has not located or identified any reference that can be used 
singularly or in combination with another reference including 
Smith to render the present invention anticipated or obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art.
